from $167,000,000 to $2'74,8000,000. 

A leading part in the commercial 
development of the West was played 
by the historic Wells Fargo Express. 
It carried the miners’ gold, mail, and 
freight between San Francisco and the 
mines of the Mother Lode, to the 
Comstock in Nevada, and wherever else 
gold or silver drew the Western pio- 
neer. Wells Fargo established, or con- 
solidated with, such famous stage 
coach lines as the Overland Mail 
routes and the Pioneer Express; and 
operated the western division of the 
Pony Express in 1861. 

The banking end of Wells Fargo also 
grew rapidly, giving the miner safe- 
oe or currency for his gold, col- 
|lecting his drafts, supplying exchange 
on eastern cities or his homeland. Un- 
til 1876, banking and express depart- 
ments worked side by side; then rapid 
growth dictated the separate estab- 
lishment of Wells Fargo & Company’s 
bank. In 1905, this bank merged witn 
the Nevada National Bank, and in 
'1924 consolidated with the Union Trust 
Company.

Achievements of Henry Bourne Joy, 
first president of the Lincoln High- 
way Association, who died recently in 
Detroit at the age of 72, are reviewed 
in resolutions adopted by directors of 
the organization and forwarded to the 
California State Automobile Associa- 
tion. 

The Automobile Association, which 
took an active part in promoting the 
transcontinental Lincoln Highway, to- 
day made public the resolutions in a 
statement referring to Joy as “an out- 
standing figure in the history of Am- 
erican highway development.” 

The resolutions point out that Joy, 
23 years ago, personally drafted “The 
Proclamation of the Lincoln Highway,” 
which set forth the basic principles of 
the project. Continuing, the resolu- 
tion declared: 

“The completed Lincoln Highway of 
today, extending 3100 miles from New 


- York to San Francisco and built at an 


estimated cost of $250,000,000, is as 


‘much a memorial to the efforts and 


vision of Henry Bourne Joy as to the 
Great Emancipator for whom it was

PLATES EARLY 
DRIVERS. TOLD 


New license plates appearing on an 


increasing number of ‘cars provide a 
constant reminder to motorists who 
have not yet applied for 1937 registra- 
tion. Need for prompt application was 
emphasized in a statement today by 
the California State Automobile As- 
sociation, pointing out that the per- 
iod for applying without payment of 
penalties will soon expire. The time 
limit is midnight of February 4, when 
penalties will go into effect doubling 
both the regular registration fee of $3 
and the additional license fee or in liey 
tax based on car valuation. 

Requirements for license renewal are 
that the applicant present the 1936 
registration certificate with the cor- 
rect address shown and signed by the 
registered owner on the reverse side: 
show the tax notice postcard from the 
Departments of Motor Vehicles; and 
pay the $3 private passenger automo- 
bile registration fee and the additional! 
State license tax at the rate of $1.73 
per $1.00 of car valuation. 

The valuation tax went into effect 
last year to replace personal property 
taxes on motor vehicles and is based 
on values for various car models as 
set up in schedules compiled by the 
Department of Motor Vehicles. 


If a tax notice postcard has not been . 


received the applicant should present 
the 1936 registration certificate at a 
plat issuing office, where the amount 
due will be rated according to the 
state valuation book. 

Plates are being issued by the De- 
partment at offices in various cities, 
with mail applications received at the

would be dammed with the sacked 
sand and water pumped from the 
creek to fight the flames. 

The volunteer firemen kept a man 
on duty at the. fire house throughout 
the morning so that the city truck, 
which carries 350 gallons of water. 
might answer an alarm with the 
greatest possible haste. 

City Councilman Fred N. Hosking 
said late Saturday morning that the 
situation was very much better and 
“we have enough water if we will use 
it sparingly.” 

He pointed out that although the 
threatened famine has been broken, or 
at least staved off, the community is 
Still face to face with the proposition 
of not being able to get water from the 
American River: Canyon, where the 
P. G. & E. Company ditch is blocked. 

J. R. Johnson, power company sup- 
erintendent, declared that moderation 
of the weather held the only immedi- 
ate prospect for relief in this situation.
